hand, is stored in tanks, barrels, or 
reservoirs, a volume sufficiently large 
can be secured in a surprisingly short 
time to effectively irrigate a much 
larger area. A barrel of water con- 
taining 31% gallons will cover a gar- 
den bed six feet wide by eight feet 
long, one inch deep. 
A quantity of 


water even as small as this, if properly 
applied, will greatly help the lettuce 
bed or the shallow-rooted radishes. It 
is advisable, therefore, to use even 
an ordinary barrel for storage, if noth- 
ing larger is available, in preference to 
direct pumping. 


A reservoir sufficiently large to hold 


all of the water the average windmill 
can pump in three or four days is' 
much more desirable.

THE RISEN LORD.

LESSON TEXT—John 20:2-16. 
GOLDEN TEXT—But now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the first 
fruits of them that slept.—I Cor. 15:20. 


The death of Christ made a deep 


Impression upon the beholders (Luke 
28 :4S, 49). Joseph, who seems to have 
been a secret disciple, obtained the 
body, and gave it burial (Mark 15: 
42-47). In Mark's record we have the 
story of the discovery of the resurrec- j 
tion by the women, and Matthew tells | 
us how his enemies dealt with that 
fact. Be sure to use a good harmony 
of the four gospels in presenting all 
of these lessons, else some important 
detail will be overlooked. 


I. Mary's Visit to the Tomb (vv.l- 


10). The Sabbath ended at sundown, 
and the shops were then open, and 
Mary Magdalene was able to purchase 
spices with which to anoint the dead 
body of Jesus. There is strong prob- 
ability that the women paid a visit 
to the tomb late on Saturday (Matt. 
28:1, R- V.). Starting the next morn- 
ing, 
"while it was yet dark" (v. 1), 


they came to the tomb to perform this 
last service of love. 
Jesus had no 


need of such service (Matt. 16:27; 20: 
19), but the women were rewarded by 
receiving the first glimpse of the risen 
Lord. There were five appearances on 
this first day of the week: (1) to Mary 
Magdalene, (2) to the "other women," 
(3) to Peter; (4) to those on the way 
to Bmmaus, and (5) to the ten dis- 
ciples, Thomas being absent. 


None of these seemed to expect Je- 


sus to be risen, for they had each 
failed to listen to and ponder his 
words. The extent and genuineness of 
the affection of the women is found In 
that they went to serve Jesus when 
apparently all hope had failed (I Cor. 
13:8, R. V.). As soon as Mary saw 


j the stone rolled away, she concluded 
that the tomb had been rifled, and 
hastened to report to the. disciples 
(v. 2). This report of the women to 
the disciples was considered "as idle 
tales" (Luke 24:11). 
With intense 


eagerness Peter and John ran to the 
tomb thus reported as being robbed. 
John, the younger, reached the tomb 
first, but in reverence did not enrerv 
only stooping to look in (vv. 4. 5). 
Peter, the impetuous one, rushes in- 
side, and sees the linen clothes lyiag, 
and the napkin that had been about 
the hr/ad carefully folded and lying in 
a place by itself (v. 7). This appar- 
ently insignificant detail is one which 
is really significant, inasmuch as it 
shows 'that the tomb had not been 
rifled, leaving disorder behind. 
In-, 


stead of excitedly snatching the nap- 
kin from his face, and hurling it 
whither it might fall, he had quietly 
taken it off, and in an orderly way 
laid it aside. It is in such minute de- 
tails as this that we see the greatest 
evidence of the ,veracity of this rec- 
ord. 


I!. Mary Weeping (vv. 11-15). The 


disciples returned to their own homes, 
and doubtless to the other disciples 
(v. 10), but the loving Mary remained 
behind in this place made sacred as 
having housed the body of the Lord, 
It Is natural for us to linger in silent 
meditation in places of our greatest 
revelation or of our deepest soul ex- 
perience. Jesus had told his disciples 
over and over again that he should rise 
again, and it seems strange that his 
enemies should have remembered il 
(Matt. -27:63) and his friends not 


III. Mary Worshiping (vv. 16-18). 


There must have been an inflection in 
the voice of Jesus, for, upon the utter- 
ance of that one word, "Mary," she 
recognized her risen Lord. 
Joyfully 


she exclaimed, "Rabboni," that is to 
say, "Master" (v. 16), and would have 
poured out her love and worship at 
his feet. Jesus, however, does not suf- 
fer her to hold him fast. Mary must 
leave him, and tell the others. Liter- 
ally, he says, "Do not lay hold of me 
but go and make known the glad truth 
that I nm risen again." The risen Lord 
must return to "My Father" and "My 
God," 
whereas the one who would 


gladly have remained at his feet must 
go to the brethren, and make known 
the facts of the fulfillment of prophecj 
and the resurrection of our Lord. 


The bribed soldiers spread abroad 


the tale thnt the disciples had stolen 
his body. The later lives of these dis- 
ciples, their heroism and martyrdom, 
are evidence of the absurdity of any 
sutfh act on their part. 


The resurrection of Jesus is a vin- 


dication of his claim to being the Son 
of God. We do well to emphasize his 
birth, and to dwell much upon his 
death, yet both of these have no es- 
sential value apart from his resurrec- 
tion. 


Apnrt from this, the cross is the end 


of a failure. The resurrection dem- 
onstrated that Jesus Christ's redemp- 
tion w.-is not completed upon the cross. 
The resurrection is better authenticat- 
ed than any other event in history. 


The risen Lord called this weak 


bnnd 
of 
disciples "my 
brethren" 


(Matt. 28:10). He is our brother still, 
and we are to proclaim his work of 
redemption, tho proof of which Is the 
resurrection, unto others who know It 
not, for this story is no fiction. It Is 
the world's most trefraendous nn.d awe- 
inspiring nnd glorious fact.

"Each housewife who dons her na- 


tional uniform, the kitchen apron, and 
starts in with the proper determina- 
tion to do her bit toward the great 
food conservation campaign is as much 
a patriot as the man who runs a plow 
or carries a gun," said Miss Bab Bell 
of the Missouri College of Agriculture 
recently in discussing the housekeep- 
er's part in the war. 


"However, most housewives are be- 


coming alarmed and confused at the 
numerous warnings on all sides— 
'eliminate waste,' 'substitute inexpen- 
sive foods for expensive ones,' 'use left 
overs.' If the women representing the 
20,000,000 homes of this country are to 
accomplish anything they must stop 
talking and begin work now in a sane 
and systematic manner," said Miss 
Bell. 


"The first logical step for every 


housewife is to make a thorough study 
of food values. For the last 15 years 
home economics specialists have been 
preaching food values but very little 
attention was given this subject until 
recent years. Now when we stand face 
to face with the present great food 
shortage every woman sees the abso- 
lute necessity of having this knowl- 
edge. She sees that without it she is 
helpless to make the proper selections 
and the proper substitutions." 


Squabs should be graded according 


to size and quality, a^ dark-colored 
and small squabs tend to lower the 
price paid for an entire shipment of 
mixed squabs. 
They 
are 
usually 


packed for shipment in a good supply 
of cracked ice, breasts up, with par- 
affin paper between each layer of ice 
and squubs. Some express companies 
have a special rate for squab ship- 
ments, which should be secured wher- 
ever possible. The express charges on 
small shipments of squabs reduce the 
profit materially, making it difficult to 
sell the squabs from a small flock at 
a profit if they have to be shipped to 
commission men. As the period at 
svhich a squab is right for market is 
not over one week, it is necessary to 
have a good-sized flock to have over 
one dozen squabs ready for market at

one time. A local market which will 
take any number of squabs is a great 
aid to the .small producer. Where one 
has a small flock it usually pays best 
to build it up until it is large enough 
to 
make good-sized 
shipments of 


squabs. This, however, requires a con- 
stant outlay without any return, for 
some time. 


The production of squabs from each 


pair of breeders varies from one or 
two to as high as ten or eleven pairs a 
year, but an average of from six to 
seven pairs is a fair estimate, although 
some squab breeders do better than 
this. Squabs usually sell at the high- 
est prices during cold weather, as 
pigeons do not breed as freely during 
the winter as during the spring.

Give Sulpho-Naphthol.

One of the greatest dangers to the 


war fliers Is that they can be set on 
fire by shrapnel or incendiary bul- 
lets. Wv'It. Weeks has written a let- 
tor to the Aero Club of America stat- 
ing that this ditficulty has been over- 
come by the Invfntion of a liquid 
chemical compound, which will make 
the wooden and canvas parts of the 
machines absolutely fireproof. If this 
invention is all that is claimed for it, 
one of the greatest dangers has been 
removed from flying, not only in war, 
but in peace, for there is always dan- 
ger that the machine may catch fire 
from the engine. 


The word is used to cover a number 


of intestinal disorders, but cholera is 
a contagious germ disease and is prac- 
tically incurable. Place all birds which 
show any symptoms of the disease in 
i house remote from other poultry 
buildings and one which can be easily 
and thoroughly disinfected. 
Give the 


birds a few drops of creolin or sulpho- 
aaphthol in their drinking water, Just 
enough to turn it faintly milky.

dead or over-mature timber. 
Very 


little growing timber has been cut, 
and the Forests are really _in better 
condition because of the removal of 
this material. 
So far the greatest ob- 


stacle to the removal of marketable 
timber has been the absence of good 
roads in the Forests. If an adequate 
appropriation is granted this year, 
the Department should use a large 
part of it in road building. Most of 
the trails and fire lands* have been 
planned so that they may be made in- 
to roads, and because of work already 
done the cost of converting them will 
be low.

Indians Utilized Irrigation. 


The Indian discovered for himself 


the science of irrigation. Many of the 
tribes, such as the Crows and the 
Apaches, early made use of the river 
bottoms for the cultivation of their 
staple crop—corn. 
When the condi- 


tion of dryness came they would con- 
struct a rough temporary dam of log, 
with which they could divert the 
course of part of the stream into tlieir 
lands. There were primitive ditches 
which distributed the water. 


Teaching Child to Read. 


A child Is best taught to read in the 


natural method, by means of objects. 
His words or short sentences contain- 
ing the same words repeated in dif- 
ferent connection, are written on the 
bhickboiird. unit he quickly learns to 
recognize these and to road at sight, 
first words in script, then In type. 
When he is made to copy the black- 
board words at each lesson, he leama 
to rend and write both at the same 
time.
